Tlie Allies are facing a short­ 
age of scrap iron to fight the 
Axis w ith and a drive throughout 
the Nation to m eet this deficit is 
underway. Comanchp County is 
asked to raise 3,000,000 pounds 
by July l, an average of 1 000 
pounds per farm , if possible. 
C F. Denny, County Chairm an 
of the Scrap Committee says; 
An intensive five day cam paign 
will be waged in the county from 
April 5 to 10 after which 84 sol­ 
diers from Camp Bowie will move 
into Com anche County and camp 
here for a week during which 
time they will visit every farm 
in trie county and conscript any 
scrap iron found on the farm 
unless the owner can show that 
he needs it for his farm work. 
Those who have scrap are urged 
not to w ait until the scrap drive 
starts but to bring it in now ana 
sell it to their scrap dealer or 
donate it to chanty. 
Now and during the drive, own­ 
ers of the scrap may sell their 
iron if they desire, but when the 
Army moves in, the m etal will be 
conscripted 
and 
taken 
w ithout 
pay. 
The W ar D epartm ent says, "We 
are fighting this battle on the 
home front as well as on the 
battlv front. If we do not win on 
the home front, we m ake it hard 
er for the boys to win un the 
battle front.” A person who has 
scrap iron not needed about his 
place is not loyal to his govern­ 
ment unless he turns It in, says 
the W ar Board.
